The guns, called “the largest 
collection of private guns m die 
world" by Mr. WerBeU and 
Federal attorneys, include 2,000 
machine guns and silencers. 

Mr. WerBell said his com- 
pany, Defense "Systems Interna* 
tional, Jbc., would continue “to 
do what we have always done 
—serve this country.* 1 
He said he and his sons have 
plans to sell radios, electronic
